MOBILE COUNTY COMMISSION

The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of Mobile,
Alabama, on Monday, July 8, 2019 at 10:00 A. M. The

following members of the Commission were present: Connie
Hudson, President, Jerry L. Carl and Merceria Ludgood,
Members. Also present were Glenn L. Hodge, Interim County

Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay Ross, County
Attorney, and W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer.
President Hudson chaired the meeting.

INVOCATION

The invocation was given by District 1 Commissioner
Merceria Ludgood.

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community, 4145 Furman
Drive, Mobile, Alabama 36619: Good morning. I don’t want
anything from you. How is that for a way to start? I have
owned EOB Consulting for over thirty (30) years,
instructing companies on how to increase their profits
while providing both products and services that the
customer actually wants and is willing to pay for. About
eight (8) years ago, I recognized that there was a trend in
America of how people are choosing to live and where
they’re choosing to live. You’re literally able to work
wherever you want to, people are choosing to live where
they vacation and vacation where they live. This is
changing how people choose to live. You might not realize
but forty-nine percent (49%) of all Americans rent their
primary residence. The average American moves every four
point seven (4.7) years. In 2017, there were five hundred
four thousand six hundred (504,600) new Recreational
Vehicles (RVs) sold. That was a seventeen point two
percent (17.2%) increase over the year before, which
represented the sixth (6th) year out of eight (8) showing
double digit increase in purchases. The average
Recreational Vehicle (RV) sold for one hundred nine
thousand ($109,000.00) dollars. These are not just your
little pop ups. Now you might think that because the Baby
Boomers are turning sixty-five (65) years old at
approximately ten thousand (10,000) people per day, that
that makes sense. But what you might not realize is that
forty-two percent (42%) of those new RVs were sold to
Millennials. This is an ongoing trend. This is not a fad.
This has created a huge demand for high-end Recreational
Vehicle (RV) sites. RV sites have not kept up with the
sales. Americans are evolving where they choose to live
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and how they choose to live, and counties that are prepared
to provide the people with what they want will be able to
financially benefit from this evolution. Counties that
fail or choose to ignore the facts will suffer. I am so
convinced that this is the wave of a lot of the future, I
am developing Homestead RV Community. It will be the most
technologically advanced community in the world. There are
literally technology innovations that are being created
right now that will specifically be used at my community.

I am being requested, even though I have not yet broken
ground, I am being featured in magazines such as Woodall’s
Campground Management and a couple of others. I am being
asked to speak around the country on the evolution of how
people are living and how people are choosing to live. I
won’t be breaking ground until next quarter, and I won’t be
open until the third quarter of 2020. But I want to come
here today to express to you and explain to you and give
you the opportunity to understand what it is that is
happening in your county. We are leading the Nation in
this move. You are going to be asked questions by the
Press of what is going on and I want you to be able to have
informed answers and know who to talk to, who to ask.
Because this is coming. This is where we’re at. I’d also
like to invite you to the groundbreaking ceremony or the
grand opening or both. The Press will definitely be there.
You will be well-represented if you choose to attend as
well.

Commission President Connie Hudson: Well, this sounds
like an exciting development, Mr. Bridgman. Where will it
be located exactly?

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: The intersection
of Pioneer Road and Bay Road in Fowl River in South Mobile
County.

Commission President Hudson: Okay. And what’s the
time line?

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: We’ll be
breaking ground in the fourth (4th) quarter of this year.
We already have our permits established, thank you very
much. We have already put in for our engineering and our
permits are already being taken care of. I’m not asking
for anything. I’m using my own money. I’'m staying within
your permit guidelines even though they are a little bit
antiquated.

Commissioner Jerry L. Carl: You’'re the first one to
tell us that.
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Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: Well, if you
would like some advice on that, this is what the United
States is adopting. I can help you with that if you’d
like. We’ll be open in the third (3rd) quarter of next
year.

Commission President Hudson: Well, that’s an exciting
development. How many sites will it feature?

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: Phase One will
be fifty-nine (59) sites. Phase Two will add another
eighty-three (83). And Phase Three will bring us up to
two hundred fifty (250) sites.

Commission President Hudson: Wonderful.

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: So with
approximately four (4) people in a nuclear family, you’re
looking at one thousand (1,000) residents moving into the
Fowl River area in about three (3) years.

Commissioner Carl: Are these temporary?

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: No. People are
choosing to live in RVs long-term. You have to define
long-term now as that definition is changing.

Commissioner Carl: I have an 11:30 A.M. appointment
with you, right?

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: Yes, sir.

Commissioner Carl: If you want to stick around, as
soon as the meeting is over with, I don’t have a problem
with moving you up a little earlier.

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: No problem.
Commissioner Carl: Good.

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: I’'m here. You
have my attention for the next several hours.

Commissioner Carl: Thank you.

Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: What was that total in
Phase Three again?

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: Phase Three will
house two-hundred fifty (250) sites. That will be in about
three (3) to four (4) years by the time we do Phase Three.
There’s a lot of innovative things. You will not have to
go to the office. We will not use paper. Everything will
be done on an app. We are members of the Dark Sky Society,
where the street lights are not on poles. They’re actually
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mounted into concrete gutters and shining across the street
at about two (2) feet high. We’re doing several innovative
new technology things. The fastest high-speed internet
possible.

Commissioner Ludgood: In Fowl River?

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: Yes, ma’am. If
we can do it there, we can do it anywhere.

Commission President Hudson: Will there be any
temporary sites? I thought you were talking about this
more as a recreational, temporary situation.

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: Yes. Certainly.
If someone shows up and wants to pay us for an overnight
stay or visit their relatives who are already staying

there, certainly. Yes. There will be some temporary
sites. But seventy percent (70%) of our residents will be

long-term workers in the area.

Commission President Hudson: Okay. Thank you,
Mr. Bridgman, for sharing that information with us.

Ed Bridgman, Homestead RV Community: I will keep you
informed as the date approaches and I hope you will join
us.

Commission President Hudson: Thank you.

Commissioner Carl: Thank you.

Commission President Connie Hudson: Good morning,
Dr. McNair. How are you?

Dr. Stephen McNair, 65 South Ann Street, Mobile,
Alabama 36604: Good morning. Very briefly, I Jjust wanted
to say thank you to all the members of the County

Commission for working with me on this project. It’s been
the first time I have petitioned the County for anything
and I want to say that it has been a pleasure. It has been

very easy to work with everybody. This is a great give-back
program that we hope lasts for many years to come,
something that the City and the County can both feel very
good about. I look forward to presenting this flag across
the County.

Commission President Hudson: Do you have the final
rendition?

Dr. Stephen McNair: Yes. The version that was
emailed to the County Commission last week.
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Commission President Hudson: Did you receive it?

Commissioner Jerry L. Carl: I got it.

Commissioner Merceria Ludgood: I haven’t seen it yet.

Commission President Hudson: You haven’t seen it? I
don’t know. Sometimes spam works in a funny way. I don’t
always get everything.

Dr. Stephen McNair: It was sent to the County
Commission generic email addresses, the ones from the

website.

Commission President Hudson: Okay. Did you happen to
bring a copy of it?

Dr. Stephen McNair: I have a digital copy that I can
definitely share with anybody who needs to see it.

Commission President Hudson: Okay. Alright, well, I
know you have described it. I think we understand exactly
what is being proposed. We’re prepared to move forward.

Dr. Stephen McNair: Great.

Commission President Hudson: We appreciate your work
on this.

Dr. Stephen McNair: Absolutely. Thank you all very
much.

Commissioner Carl: Thank you.
